In the first 
place, the two words Hong Kong 
mean “Fragrant Harbour”--It is 
not difficult to see why. Prior to 
1841 there was no recognised name 
for the Island. The anchorage at 
Aberdeen (a picturesque fishing 
village on the ge opposite the Har 
bour) was own to sailors as 


z\\' Heung Kong. The Chinese char- 


acters representing that name may 
be translated by “Fragrant Stream” 
lor “Fragrant Harbour.” Another 
possible rendering is “Heéung’s Har- 
hour,” the haunt of a notorious 
pirate named Heung. 

Kowloon (the mainland opposite 
Hong Kong) is the‘ anglicised form 
of the Chinese Kau Lung (nine 
dragons). This name is, derived 
from the ‘ridge of nine bills which 
form a rampart along the northern 
side of the harbour and seem to be 
guarding the approach to Chine. 
You may see them from your ship 
—quite plainly. — .

are generously planted with Japan- 
ese firs, and the streams, which are 
plentiful, are traced through the 
uplands and glens by a line of 
straggling brushwood and herbage. 
The hills, which are mainly compos- 
ed of granite, rise in irregu.ar 
masses to considerable heights, the 
loftiest point, Victoria Peak, ad- 
joining the residence of His Ex- 
cellency the Governor (Sir Willfam 
Peel, C.M.G.), reaching an altitude 
of 1825 feet. 

There’ abound beautifully laid-out 
gardens, public and private, and 
solidly constructed reads, some of 
them bordered with bamboos and 
other delicately-fronded trees, and 
fringed’ with the luxuriant growth 
of gemi-tropical vegetation. The 
temperature has a yearly range of 
from 45 to-99 degrees, but {it occa- 
sionally falls below 40, and ice “has 
been known to occur on the Peak. 

The Shopping Centre. 

Naturally _you will be intereated 
* to hear about the City and the won- 
_derful shops, both European and 

Chinese, which attract the touriat 

from all parts of the world. The 

central areas of the City are well 
built, the roads and streats are for 
the most part admirably made and 
kept up and many of the thorough- 
fares delightfully shaded with well- 
grown trees. The European busi- 
ness quarter occupies the middle of 
the City, from Pottinger Street ‘to 
the Naval Yard, but with the ex- 
ception'of this limited ares almost 
all the lower levels,’ espécially the 

western district, are covered by 3 

dense mass of Chinese shops and 

tenements. On the mainland new 
industrial and residential areas 
are rapidly springing up. 

For the lover of the by-ways, and 
for those seeking the unusual pur- 
chase (who dées not?), we would 
suggest a trip thaf can be both in- 
teresting and profitable. Few tour- 
{ste, even many residents of the 
Colony, have heard .of a district in 
Hong Kong called “Paddy’a Mar- 
ket.” The origin of the name is 
obacure—some enterprising Irish- 
man was at the bottom of it, un- 
doubtedly. This sectlon of Hong 
Kong is eaid to resemble the remote 
shopping sections. of old Peking, or 
possibly the “Thieves” Market” of 
Shanghal. 

Round the Island. 

What has been well described as 
one of the most magnificent drives 
in the world is that by motor car 
round the Island. The route fol- 
lowed is from Queen’s’ Road Cen- 
tral, thence into Garden Road, past 
Government House and the Botanic 
Gardens, along Caine Road, Bon- 
ham Road, past the Univeraity of 
Hong Kong, along Pokfulam Road, 

Aberdeen Road, and Repulse Bay, 
where'a stop can be had for re- 
freshments or the more enjoyable 
tiffin, Leaving Rep Bay Hotel 
the Journey is proceeded with to 

Stanley Bay, Tytamtuk’ Reservoir, 

and Sai Wan Gap: and thence to

The 
medium is Signor Pasquale Erto, 
an Italian chemist who has a con~ 

+ giderable reputation as medium in 
Maly. 

The phenomena’ for which he is 
famous are described as blue, 
orange, and yellow pencils of Hight, 

¢rom pinpoints to rays exceeding 
, six metres in length emanating 
from various parts of the body. 

Professor Emanucle ‘Sorge, & 
well-known surgeon at the Univer- 
sity of Naples, has sent. him to 
Britain in order that the National 
Laboratory of Psychical Research 
might investigate these occurrences. 
The seunce given in London is here 
described by Dr. C. E. M. Jond, who 
fa a lecturer at the London Univer- 
sity, and a writer on philosophical 
subjects.

Finally the medium collapsed on 
the floor, the lights in the room were 
turned on, and Erto was found 
lying in the middle of a basin of 
overturned sugar (somebody said 
knowingly that you can make flashes 
with Iumps of sugar in the dark), 
overturned tables and broken furni- 
ture. 

The Lamp That Fell. 
. The seat of the chair on which he 
had. been sitting, a fairly solid re- 
volving office chair, was split right 
across.

of Kippington Park, Sevenoaks, 

After leaving Harrow he travelled 
on the Continent, and entered the 
firm, which was established in 1760. 
He was chairman of the Commercial 
Union Assurance Company in 1910, 
Master of the Grocers’ Company in 
1876 and in 1910, Deputy Lieuten- 
ant for the City of London, and for 
many:: years president of the 
Medical Board of the London Hos- 
pital. He was one‘of the founders 
of the London Chamber of Com- 
merce and a life governor of 
Christ’s Hospital. 

A well-known figure in Mincing 
Lane, he was one of the Pioneers of 
both the Indian and the Ceylon tea 
industries, and one of the firat who 
materially assisted the start, of tho 
rubber industry in the. Far East. 
Throughout his life he waa. much 
interested in helping the distressed, 


{and was one of the founders of the 


Great Ormond Street Hospital. 

_ One of the oldest members of 
the. Conservative Club, he. was also 
a keen Freemason. He married in 
1867 Elizabeth, second daughter of 
Mr. A. W. Gaddesden, DL, of
